Shortage 
Of Water 
Critical 


Water runoff patterns at 
four major reservoirs show 
that the current drought 
year is closely paralleling 
1924, the driest year of the 
?0th Century in California, 
the State Drought Informa¬ 
tion Center re pert ed on Jan¬ 
uary 25. 

Natural runoff into Shas¬ 
ta, Oroville, Folsom and 
Millerton reservoirs is only 
slightly higher than the 1924 
figures, according to the 
Center’s latest, weekly water 
conditions report. 

The high pressure ridge 
off the coast will continue 
tc dominate California wea¬ 
ther this week, keeping 
storm tracks from the state. 
Light precipitation moved 
into southern parts of the 
state late last week, hut this 
rainfall was Insignificant in 
terms of the drought. 

Mountain snowpack has 
continued to decline during 
the past week. At Norden 
the pack was down to 11 
inches. This is 28 inches be¬ 
low the maximum depth re¬ 
corded on January 4. 

In Calistoga, Napa Coun¬ 
ty, a water rationing ordi¬ 
nance was passed last week. 
In Placer County, the Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce offered a 
$50 U.S. Savings Bond to 
the resident submitting the 
best new idea for saving 
household water.

$800-Million In 
State Refunds 

State income tax returns 
now being pondered and 
filed by millions of Califor¬ 
nians wdll result in 5.8 mil¬ 
lion refunds totaling about 
$800 million, State Control¬ 
ler Kenneth Cory said re¬ 
cently. 

“The early-bird returns al¬ 
ready are tricking in to the 
Franchise Tax Board and as 
soon as they can be pro¬ 
cessed we will start issuing 
refund checks,” Cory said. 
“Needless to say, those who 
file the earliest returns get 
the earliest refunds.” 

Last year the Controller 
paid out more than $636 mil¬ 
lion in refunds shared by 
over 5.6 million state in¬ 
come taxpayers. 

“The most typical refund 
check last year was for $75 
and it appears that will be 
true again this year,” Cory 
said. “Of course, some will 
be larger and some snaller 
than $75.” 

Most of the refunds will 
be made to persons whose 
state income taxes were 
overwithheld from wages. 
Other refunds will go to 
non-withholding taxpayer s 
who overpaid on tax esti¬ 
mates, and to people who 
occupy rented homes hut do 
not have income tax liability

Individual taxpayers filing 
lax returns for 1976 will en¬ 
counter major changes in the 
law resulting from recent 
passage of the Tax Reform 
Act of 1976. One change in 
the law that affects virtual¬ 
ly everyone filing a return, 
according to the Internal 
Revenue Service is the Gen¬ 
eral Tax Credit. 

William H. Connett, IRS 
District Director for South¬ 
ern California, advised tax¬ 
payers to carefully read the 
instructions that come with 
he tax package. “The tax- 
forms themselves shew you 
step by step ” said Connett, 
“how to claim your General 
Tax Credit.” 

“This year taxpayers have 
to make a choice,” stressed 
Connett. “You can either 
claim $35 per person or take 
a credit of two per cent of 
your first $9,000 taxable in¬ 
come Cup to $180), which¬ 
ever gives you the larger 
credit.” According to Con¬ 
nett, each taxpayer should 
figure the credit using both 
methods, then choose the 
larger figure. > 

For example, consider a 
married man with three 
children and a taxable in¬ 
come of $12,000. If he fig¬ 
ures his credit at the rate 
cf $35 for himself and each 
dependent, the total is $175. 
If he used the other method 
of figuring he credit, taking 
two per cent cf his $9,000 
taxable income, the credit 
would total $180. In this 
case, using the two per cent 
formula would result in a 
$5 advanage, and the tax¬ 
payer should claim the $180 
figures as his General Tax 
Credit. 

Connett pointed out that 
families wih six or more de¬ 
pendents would find the $35 
per dependent computation 
to their advantage. 

Although single people 
can figure the credit based 
on the choice of the most 
advantageous met hod, in 
most eases the two per cent 
formula would give a larger 
. cerdit. A single person with 
a taxable income of $9,000 
would be able to claim a 
credit of $180. 

Married taxpayers filing 
separate returns may not 
claim more than $90 on their 
separate returns (two per 
cent of the first $4,500 of 
taxable income). If one 
spouse chooses the two per 
cent formula, the other 
spouse must also do so. In 
seme cases this may result 
in a lesser credit than if a 
joint return is filed. In this 
case, the taxpayers must de¬ 
termine if it is more favor¬ 
able to file jointly and use 
the two per cent formula or 
file separately and .use the 
$35 per person option. 

Last year many California 
taxpayers either didn’t take 
the credit or figured the 
credit incorrectly. Either 
mistake will delay your re¬ 
fund, IRS officials empha 
sized. 

» * * 

Many California taxpayers 
will not obtain early refunds 
this year unless they receive 
their W-2 forms from their 
employers soon. 

The Internal Revenue Ser¬ 
vice reminded employ e r s 
that Monday, January 31, is 
the last day to have com¬ 


pleted W-2 Forms in the 
hand of their employees. 

IRS Publication 15, “Cicu- 
lar E — Employer’s Tax 
Guide,” available free from 
IRS District offices, con¬ 
tains additional information 
on the proper handling of 
W-2 Frms. The numbers to 
call for assistance in pre¬ 
paring W-2 Forms are list¬ 
ed in the white pages of ah 
local telephone directors 
under “U.S. Government, In¬ 
ternal Revenue Service, Fed¬ 
eral Tax Information.” 

To request only the W-2 
Forms or Publication 15, 
persons calling from Area 
Code 213 telephones should 
dial 572-7814. From Area 
Cedes 714 and 805, the num¬ 
bers are 1 (800) 242-4585 or 
1 (800) 242-4586.

Employers must rep o r t 
Social Security and withheld 
income taxes for the last 
quarter by Monday, January 
31, the Internal Revenue 
said. 

This deadline does not ap¬ 
ply to those employers who 
make timely deposits in Fed¬ 
eral Reserve or approved 
commercial banks of the full 
amount of tax due. They are 
allowed until February 10 to 
file Form 941, “Employer’s 
Quarterly Federal Tax Re¬ 
turn.” 

The IRS emphasized that 
employers who received the 
pre-addressed Form 941 in 
the mail should use it to file 
their report. These persons 
who did not receive the pre¬ 
addressed forms can obtain 
forms from their local IRS 
office. 

Any balance of Federal 
Unemployment Tax not over 
$100 for 1976 should be paid 
by January 31, using Form 
940. Balances of tax due 
over $100 require the em¬ 
ployer ta make a deposit 
with FTD Form 508. As with 
Form 941, taxpayers who 
deposit the full amount of 
tax on time have until Feb¬ 
ruary 10 to file the return. 

IRS Publication 15, “Cir¬ 
cular E — Employer's Tax 
Guide,” provides further in¬ 
formation on these taxes and 
is available free from most 
local offices, listed in the 
white pages of the telephone 
directory under “U.S. Gov¬ 
ernment, Internal Revenue 
Service, Federal Tax Infor¬ 
mation.”

The Internal Revenue Ser¬ 
vice has announced that deaf 
and hearing-impaired tax¬ 
payers are now able to get 
answers to their Federal tax 
questions by using a new 
toll-free TV-phone- teletype¬ 


writer (TTY) system. 

The service is available 
Monday through Friday 
throughout the U.S., except 
in Alaska and Hawaii. Hours 
of operation for Southern 
California taxpayers are 
from 5:30 a.m. to 3:45 p.m., 
Pacific Standard Time. 

The toll-free number is 1 
(800 ) 428-4732 for all states 
except Indiana. In Indiana, 
where the equipment is lo¬ 
cated, the number is 1 (800) 
382-4059. 

Deaf persons m,ay contact 
the IRS by using their 
own TV-phone or TTY units 
at home. Some organiza¬ 
tions, churches and public 
libraries have simliar ma¬ 
chines for use by the deal. 

The TV-phone consists of 
a typewriter .keyboard at¬ 
tached to a regular tele¬ 
phone, plus a television set. 
The typed message is trans¬ 
mitted via regular telephone 
lines to the receiving TV 
monitor screen. Any TV set 
may be connected to the 
system. 

To ask a federal tax ques¬ 
tion, the taxpayer dials the 
toll-free number, then places 
the receiver in a cradle on 
the keyboard unit. The call 
is answered by an IRS tax¬ 
payer service representative, 
who places the IRS phone 
receiver in a cradle and 
types cut a greeting which 
is transmitted to the tax¬ 
payer’s television ser e e n. 
The two then communicate 
via the TV screen and the 
typewriter.

Doing What Is Least Unfair 


The 1977 legislature’s road to residential property tax 
reform appears to be rocky. The way might be smoothed 
a bit if everyone would claim no more for his plan than 
that it is the least unfair, rather than suggesting it could 
usher in a new millenium of tax justice. 

Every course of action — or inaction — will work 
some .hardship. Laws written to cover all taxpayers can¬ 
not do justice in each individual case, or even for every 
group of taxpayers. 

The type of inequity created by each proposed reform 
provides an interesting illustration of the difficulties in¬ 
volved, and indicates the probability that we will even¬ 
tually need to content ourselves with the “least bad” ap¬ 
proach. 

Here in brief terms are the unintended but unavoid¬ 
able side effects of a .number of changes being proposed. 

Split roll. All homeowners, even those most com¬ 
fort-bale in their finances, would be helped while all busi¬ 
ness, even those showing no profit and struggling to sur¬ 
vive, would be hit with a tax increase. 

Sales tax on homes. Homeowners forced to sell would 
be hit equally with those who are voluntarily selling to 
reap a profit on their equity. 

Increased homeowners exemption. All homeowners 
would receive the same dollar relief, regardless of their 
own financial needs. 

Income-related “circuit breaker.” Persons who have 
chosen to put a large part of their budget into a home, 
or who simply have “too muchhouse” for their personal 
and financial condition, would be subsidized by other 
taxapyers. 

Value freeze. Those who live in newer or more re¬ 
cently purchased homes would pay higher taxes than 
those in identical housing with a less recent sales history. 

Property tax limit. Replacement revenue for a 2 per 
cent or other limit would come at lease partly from in¬ 
come or sales taxes which are likely to fall iheavily on 
persons who have chosen to take a modest approach to 
their housing needs, or who rent. 

'Housing is not only an economic issue, but is a highly 
personal matter. Many buyers face a shortage of homes 
they find attractive at prices they can afford. Tax policy 
can affect the availability of housing. As there is a shift 
to the personal income tax in the state-local revenue

division can arise in society btween the young family 
which cannot afford a home — party because of the in¬ 
come taxes it is paying and the lack of home-related tax 
deluctions it can use — and older persons who stay on in 
the family home after th,e children, and sometimes after 
the spouse, are gone. 

Ultimately, there is an equity question in the extent 
to wihich these cases are underwritten. A related issue 
involves subsidizing younger families which have decided 
to invest most heavily in housing. Often those choose 
homes which are land-intensive and remote from the place 
of work, trading the high land costs near town for gaso¬ 
line and other auto costs. Should tax policy support those 
social and environmental results? 

Clearly, doing nothing about residential property taxe s 
is not a viable political option. Hardship cases cry aloud 
for relief. In making this rescue, however, we should take 
care to minimize the unintended hardships which seem 
to go with nearly every course of reform. 

The People Must Know

great many proposals are made, and arguments of every 
conceivable kind are made by many who are completely 
sincere, but who have not given the problem deep enough 
consideration. It takes a long time to arrive at a logical 
conclusion, considering, if possible, all the factors and 
their ramifications. 

A very validi rule, i s that a tax should be as fair as 
possible, as equally applied to all taxpayers as possible, 
and to be within the ability of the affected taxpayers 
to pay. This rule is basic to the American scheme of 
taxation upon the people. 

We think the Jarvi s one per cent property limitation 
tax meets this test. The one per cent applies on the same 
proportion to ail property owner taxpayers in California. 
It is fair because it applies to all the private property 
in California. The one per cent of market value tax is 
within the ability to pay an all such property. 

A $20,000 property pay s $200 per year. A $40,000 prop¬ 
erty pays $400 per year. An $80,000 property pays $800 per 
year. To rent such property would cost the renter more 
than these amounts. This goes to the ability to pay 
principle. 

We find no other proposal that meets these tests. 

We hear the political world calling for a new “shift” 
tax system, which would require other tax increases on 
either sales tax or income tax or both. We do not agree 
that a “shift” i s necessary. It is a scheme to make cer¬ 
tain that government spending will not be reduced 
one cent. 

We believe, and it is our purpose, to rediuec govern¬ 
ment spending, and that government must operate on 
much less money than government ,now consumes. We 
want the people to pay les s taxes, not more taxes, and 
we believe this principle must be mandated upon govern¬ 
ment, or the whole tax structure will collapse and the 
government with it. 

We believe that the first priority in the country, as 
well as in the state, is to keep the taxpayers solvent. 
Today when every taxpayer must work from January 
through May every year just to pay taxes is very des¬ 
tructive to any free country. We wonder When the tax¬ 
payer will have to pay all of his income in taxes from 
January to December? 

I would hope that the people will support the tax 
proposal that meets the basic requirements set forth here, 
as the only viable alternative to the present destructive 
property tax system. We suggest the Jarvis one per cent 
amendment be put to this test . All signatures on these 
petitions must be in by February 15, 1977. For informa¬

The Ten Commandments, of 
Water Conservation 


1. Put a stopper in your sink or use a dishpan when you wash dishes. Washing 
with running water uses 30 gallons per meal. 

2. Keep a bottle of drinking water in the refrigerator — running water from 
the faucet until cold will waste, a gallon. 

3. Wait until you have a full 9-pound wash before you run your washing 
machine. The average automatic washing machine uses 50 gallons per load. 

4. Turn the hot water off while you shave, and turn the cold water off while 
you brush your teeth. Shaving with a running faucet uses about 20 gallons. 

5. Take showers instead of baths. The usual bath requires 36 gallons, the 
usual shower, only 25. Ten gallons is enough for a shower if you turn it 
off while you wash. 

6. Don't use the toilet bowl to dispose of cigarette ashes, facial tissues, and 
other matreials. A normal flush requires 5-8 gallons. 

7. Use the dishwasher only when it is competely full. 

8. Fix dripping faucets promptly. Nearly two gallons can be wasted per 
day of dripping. 

9. Running toilets can waste four gallons per hour. Keep them in good repair. 

10. Above all: THINK before you turn on the tap.
